Approximately  one  year  ago,  at  the  fall  meeting  of  the  then  NSCA, 
held  at  Oak  Hill,  WV,  a  movement  that  became  the  geneses  of  the 
NSCA,  Inc.  was  born.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  NSCA  met  at  Grayson,  Ky.  in  December  of  1993  and  adopted  the 
first  version  of  a  new  Constitution  and  By-laws.  At  Prestonsburg,  Ky., 
on  (Hay  6,  1994,  after  a  second  change  made  earlier  in  the  year,  a 
final  version  of  the  new  Constitution  and  By-laws  was  revised  and 
ratified  by  the  membership.

Continuing  to  strive  to  make  the  organization  fully  democratic,  those 
complaints  were  heard  at  the  Morgantown,  WV  meeting,  and  action 
taken  to  make  as  perfect  a  Constitution  and  By-laws  as  could  be 
completed  at  that  meeting.  (See  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive 
Committee  Meeting  in  this  issue  of  SCRIP  TALK.)  Again,  you,  the 
member  of  NSCA,  Inc.  have  yet  another  important  decision  to  make  by 
approving  or  disapproving  the  change  proposed  and  approved  by  the 
P  Executive  Committee  of  YOUR  great  organization. 

A  mail  ballot  has  been  provided  to  give  you  the  right  to  decide  how 
the  NSCA,  Inc.  will  be  governed  as  the  year  comes  to  an  end.  Starting 
this  month,  you  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
election  process  which  will  determine  who  will  represent  you  on  the 
Executive  Committee  for  1995  until  1997.  The  election  will  be 
historic  as  it  is  the  first  truly  democratic  election  of  officers  in  the  22 
year  history  of  our  organization.  You  will  determine  the  future  of  the 
NSCA,  Inc.  Cast  your  vote  wisely.

COMMENTS  FROM  THE  STUMP 


The  upcoming  1995  election  of  officers  of  the  NSCA,  Inc.  will  be  the  first  fully 
democratic  election  in  the  23  year  history  of  the  organization.  In  the  past,  a 
Nominating  Committee,  appointed  by  the  President,  chose  all  officers  they 
considered  to  be  worthy  of  governing  the  NSCA,  and  the  members  present,  at  the 
Spring  meeting,  representing  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  total  membership, 
most  always  voted  for  whomever  the  Nominating  Committee  recommended.  To 
say  the  least,  the  process  was  far  from  being  democratic,  and  was  one  of  the 
major  aspects  of  the  old  NSCA  that  the  general  membership  wanted  c  hanged. 

The  1994  constitutional  revison  now  gives  the  whole  membership  the  right  to 
submit  the  name(s)  of  members  to  the  Nominating  Committee  to  be  placed  on 
the  election  ballot.  This  new  process  gives  every  member  of  the  NSCA,  Inc.  the 
right  to  choose  who  will  serve  in  the  positions  of  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Editor,  and  General  Counsel  for  the  next  two  years.

Nominating  Committee,  presents  the  guidelines  concerning  the  upcoming 
election  process.

INCREASE  IN  MEMBERSHIP  DUES

The  Executive  Committee  proposed  and  approved  an  increase  in 
the  membership  dues  from  $10.00  to  $15.00,  to  become  effective  in 
January,  1995.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  postage  that  becomes 
effective  in  early  1995,  along  with  the  added  cost  to  produce  the 
current  format  of  Scrip  Talk  six  time  per  year,  prompted  the  increase.

150  YEAR  ERA  0E  COAL  MINING 
ENDS  IN  EBENSBCRG,  PA.

Ebensburg  -  The  door  to  underground  coal  mining  in  Cambria  County  was  slammed  shut 
Tuesday  as  the  mine  elevartor,  which  went  down  about  850  feet  in  Beth  Energy's  Cambria  Slope 
Mine  33,  was  removed  and  the  sealing  of  the  mine  began. 


During  the  next  few  weeks,  rocks  will  be  thrown  down  the  entrance  shaft,  entombing  one 
industry  that  was  part  of  the  royal  pair  that  reigned  Cambria  County  for  decades:  coal  and 
steel.  With  this  notice,  an  era  that  began  in  the  early  1840's  came  to  an  end. 

The  first  commercial  coal  mined  in  Cambria  was  at  the  head  of  Plane  Number  5  of  the 
old  Portage  Railroad,  mined  by  John  Lemon,  in  1836.  By  actual  survey,  9.5  acres  were  mined 
out,  about  46,500  gross  tons.  (A  gross  ton  is  2,500  pounds.)  The  next  mine  opened  was  at 
Lilly  Station,  by  William  Tiley,  in  1840  or  1841.  This  coal  was  mostly  used  for  the  hoisting 
engines  on  the  planes  of  the  Old  Portage  Railroad.  About  this  time,  coal  was  found  near 
Johnstown  on  what  is  known  as  the  Frankstown  Road.  Levi  Cohick  was  the  operator.  From  this 
time  on,  quite  a  few  house  coal  mines  were  opened.  The  first  mining  of  coal  in  considerable 
quanities  was  mined  by  Matthew  and  Michael  Myers  in  the  Upper  Freeport,  or  "lemon  Seam". 
The  census  of  1840  lists  40  coal  miners  in  Cambria  County,  and  coal  was  first  given  value  as  a 
household  fuel. 


The  development  to  supply  coal  for  local  industries  and  other  commercial  purposes  in 
other  countries  and  states  Is  very  largely  the  history  of  Cambria  County.  Tonnage  grew  until 
the  turn  of  the  century  when  soft  coal  took  the  lead  from  Anthracite.  The  number  of  mines 
grew  into  the  hundreds  as  rivers  of  coal  poured  out  of  Cambria  County. 

The  decline  of  the  deep  coal  mining  industry  is  well  documented,  and  today  the  final 
word  is  written  on  a  chapter  that  has  spanned  over  150  years.

I  have  purchased  a  small  lot  of  Yancy  Store  scrip  (Yancy  3109).  In  the  lot  were  68  D100, 
24  D50,  and  32  D25  tokens.  Also  in  this  lot  were  21  0100  that  were  in  fair  to  poor  condition 
(worn  rather  slick).  The  0100  tokens  are  currently  rated  R-8,  but  with  what  I  have  seen  lately 
in  the  possession  of  another  collector  (approximately  30  more  0100  tokens),  combined  with 
this  lot,  I  would  assume  the  Catalog  Committee  will  change  the  rating  to  R-5.  As  for  the  025 
and  050,  I  won’t  venture  as  to  how  this  lot  will  effect  their  rating  (Currently  R-3). 

Another  over  rated  scrip  that  deserves  mention  is  the  Horse  Shoe  Lumber,  Riverfalls,  AL, 
Trantow  1320.  Scriptor  0.  Mark  Ballard  reported  that  this  scrip  turned  up  in  large  quanities 
about  four  years  ago.  In  Mark's  opinion,  the  scrip  is  so  common  that  it  should  be  rated  R-1. 
He  has  been  offered  sets  of  the  scrip  for  as  low  as  S8.00  per  set. 

Remember,  your  reports  of  over  rated  scrip  is  important.  With  the  upcoming  publication  of 
the  Third  Edition  of  Edkins  Catalogue  of  Coal  Company  Scrip,  many  over  rated  tokens  will  be 
corrected.  The  process  of  updating  the  rating  system  is  alway  on  going.  Imput  from  the 
members  is  vital  to  keeping  the  over  rated  scrip  from  causing  problems  with  all  scriptors. 


ERROR  IN  MEMBERSHIP  REPORTED 


One  of  my  infamous  typographical  errors  caught  up  with  me  as  of  late.  It 
seems  that  member  1642,  Winfred  Campbell,  P.  0.  Box  17,  Slemp,  KY  41763, 
was  listed  as  being  not  approved  for  membership  at  the  May  meeting  at 
Prestonsburg,  Ky.  However,  it  was  member  1643  that  was  not  approved.  Since 
neither  'The  Shadow"  nor  'The  Phantom"  were  on  duty,  I  must  take  the  "heat"  for 
this  mistake.  I  apologize  to  Mr.  Campbell  for  this  grevious  error. 


E.  M.  NORMAN  &  COMPANY 
ELK  GARDEN,  WEST  VIRGINIA 
THE  WAY  IT  WAS

A  few  years  ago,  on  a  lovely  July  morning,  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  my  friend,  Harold 
Lee.  He  said  that  it  was  a  perfect  day  to  go  "scrip  huntin'".  I  agreed,  and  jumped  into  my  jeep 
and  headed  toward  Margantown,  WV.,  to  meet  Harold.  Upon  arrival  at  Harolds  residence,  we 
left  to  tour  the  "mountains"  of  WV  and  look  for  possible  sources  to  obtain  scrip  for  our 
collections.

As  we  drove  alone  over  the  hills  and  dales  of  the  lovely  mountains  of  West  Virginia,  we  came 
to  Elk  Garden,  WV.  We  stopped  at  a  small  service  station  and  inquired  of  the  owner  if  he  knew 
of  anyone  that  may  have  coal  company  scrip.  He  had  some  scrip,  but  declined  to  sell  his  scrip. 
He  directed  us  to  a  couple  of  potential  sources,  but  we  could  not  find  anyone  at  home.  I 
rememberd  that  the  old  E.  M.  Norman  Company  had  been  located  in  Elk  Garden,  and  asked 
Harold  if  he  knew  where  the  old  store  was  located.  We  located  the  site  of  the  store,  but  learned 
that  it  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  sometime  back. 

Harold  informed  me  that  he  knew  one  of  the  heirs  of  the  founder,  Huber  Norman.  We  drove 
to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Norman,  son  of  A.  M.  Norman,  and  was  invited  into  his  home.  I 
informed  Mr.  Norman  of  my  research  into  the  history  of  the  early  West  Virginia  companies  that 
used  scrip.  To  my  surprise,  I  learned  the  E.  M.  Norman  wasn't  a  man,  but  had  been  a  woman  by 
the  name  of  Emily  Melissa  Norman.  She  founded  the  E.  M.  Norman  stores  in  1896.  According 
to  Huber  Norman,  his  Grandmother  had  been  a  very  intelligent,  strong  willed,  and  very 
ambitious  woman  for  her  day.  Her  first  store  was  located  at  Elk  Garden,  WV,  being  established 
in  1896.  In  1899,  she  enlarged  the  store,  and  by  1903,  she  opened  her  second  establishment 
at  Shaw,  WV,  and  in  March  of  1907,  she  opened  her  third  store  at  Gormania,  WV. 

The  three  stores  operated  by  E.  M.  Norman  &  Company  handled  a  complete  line  of  general 
merchandise.  The  stores  operated  along  the  rail  lines  of  the  West  Virginia  Division  of  the 
Western  Maryland  Railroad  between  Piedmont  and  Elkins,  WV.,  a  distance  of  ninety  miles.  The 
company  was  the  up  to  date  merchandising  firm  to  do  business  in  this  area  during  this  period. 


The  three  stores  were  basically  a  family  owned  operation.  The  sons  of  E.  M.  Norman,  A.  M. 
(Alonzo),  J.  R.  Norman  (John),  and  a  partner,  John  Tice,  and  later  his  daughter,  Ann  Tice  Oats, 
operated  the  three  stores  during  the  life  of  the  company. 

To  this  date,  the  E.  M.  Norman  &  Company  scrip  has  been  misrepresented  as  being  coal 
company  scrip  when  if  fact,  the  scrip  used  by  this  early  merchandising  company  is  merchant 
scrip.  The  confusion  come  from  the  fact  that  the  Normans  came  to  West  Virginia,  from  Mercer 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1886.  For  a  period  of  ten  years  after  their  arrival,  the  Norman  family 
engaged  in  the  coal  mining  business  in  Elk  Garden,  WV.,  for  the  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Company. 
In  1896,  they  left  the  mining  trade  and  entered  into  the  merchandising  business. 


The  first  scrip  used  by  the  Norman  companies  was  marked  E.  M.  Norman.  The  scrip  was 
used  at  all  three  stores.  After  many  years  In  the  store  business,  Ms.  E.  M.  Norman  gave  the 
stores  to  her  children.  A.  M.  Norman  received  the  store  at  Shaw,  WV.,  retaining  the  original 
scrip,  but  stamping  the  scrip  with  a  counter  stamp  "A",  standing  for  Alonzo.  J.  R.  Norman 
received  the  store  at  Elk  Garden,  ordering  new  scrip,  and  Ann  Oats  received  the  store  at 
Gormania,  WV.  She  diidn't  use  any  scrip  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain. 

Upon  parting,  Mr.  Norman  presented  me  with  a  set  of  his  fathers  scrip.  He  informed  me 
that  he  had  worked  at  the  store  until  it  was  destroyed  by  fire.  He  cleared  up  the  mystery  for 
the  "A"  counterstamp  on  the  E.  M.  Norman  scrip.  That  was  the  way  it  was  in  Elk  Garden,  WV.,  at 
the  beginning  of  this  century.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Hurber  Norman,  we  know  the  answers  to  some  of 
the  questions  that  had  been  lost  to  history  up  until  my  visit  to  Elk  Garden  that  evening  in  Julv.

Laws  of  the  NSCA,  Inc.  which  deletes  the  sentence  "No  member  of  the  NSCA,  Inc., 
shall  knowingly  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  swap,  trade,  or  otherwise  engage  in 
the  sale  or  transfer  of  any  scrip  until  after  thirty  (30)  days  after  said  scrip  has 
been  publcized  in  a  regular  issue  of  SCRIP  TALK."  (See  ARTICLE  III
